An Ordinance regulating the fare 


for taxicabs and similar vehicles. 
BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COUNCIL 
OF THE 
CITY OF 
DECATUR, 


ILLINOIS: 
SECTION" 1. The rate of fare to be 
asked or demanded by the operator 
or persons in charge or control of 
any automobile, taxicab or other simi- 
lar vehicle used anywhere within the 
City for the carrying or conveying 
of persons for hire or reward shall 
not, unless the passenger shall make 
an express agreement to pay at a 
different rate, exceed the rates here- 
inafter prescribed.

Where the passenger 
at the time of hire of any such vehi-

The rate cf fare in this section to
